Pyramid Notes. 


FXBAMID LAB, Key., Dec. 17,1879. 
Eo. JOVMAI,:—Although thii may be 


considered an "out of th« way place," 
still I think a few items might be of 
some interest to the public. Being a 
strictly moral community, we have no 
sensational news to communicate, and 
can only give the passing events as they 
occur among hard working men and in 
a mining camp. 


The weather is very cold at present 


and the snow has fallen to the depth of 
a foot or fourteen inches in the hills 
while in the valley and around onr 
camp it is not quite as deep. This af- 
fords a good field for action among the 
hunters, who sally forth occasionally 
to hunt deer, and whenever they go out 
on these expeditions they generally meet 
with success as there are plenty oi deer 
in the hills, being driven here from the 
mountains by the cold weather and 
great depth of snow. The largest one 
killed in this vicinity was shot a short 
time since by Bert Morrow and Mr. 
Millsap. It wag a large buck with the 
tips of his horns standing about four 
feet apart and 
weighing over 200 


pounds. 


The mining interests of the camp are 


very flattering at present and by the 
time Spring opens we hope to.bave the 
mineral resources developed sufficiently 
to show the people that there is plenty 
of silver in Pyramid Lake Mining Dis- 
trict and that capital alone is required, 
combined with hard wurk, to make this 
a lively camp. The shipment of bullion 
from this place, ia a certainty, and that 
at no great distant day in the future. 


The Jones & Kiiikead'mine has been 


cleared of the water which was flooding 
its drifts and now work is being pushed 
forward on the ledge with great rapidity. 
A good steam engine has been placed 
in the hoisting works which is a great 
improvement oa the one horse whim 
heretofore used as it will not only keep 
the mine clear from water but will also 
hoist ore at the same time. 


The Crown Prince mine ia also con- 


stantly undergoing developments and 
the company seem to be determined to 
make a paying investment for stock- 
holders. All mines require money to 
develop them and I think that the 
Crown Prince mine has a good a show- 
ing at the present time as any in the 
country. A tunnel was ran to the 
length of 375 feet where they struck the 
ledge, and then commenced drifting on 
it, and have now gone about 200 feet on 
the ledge. The air was found to be 
somewhat unhealthy at this point and 
an air shaft has been started upward at 
the junction oi the drift with the tunnel 
and is nearly to the surface at the pres- 
ent time. The company have already 
commenced proceedings to procure a IT. 
S. Patent for their mine and mill iiite, 
and will soon erect a good mill on the 
mill site 
This will enable them to 


crush the ore of which they have a large 
amount on the dump, at a reasonable 
expense, and it is hoped that dividends 
may be declared soon, which are far 
better than assessments. 


There are quite a nomber of families 


living here, all of whom seem to be con- 
tented with a rough miner's life, and as 
all the men have employment they are 
enabled to provide their families with 
all the necessary comforts 
of life. 


There is a large hotel here kept hi 
good shape by the Monroe Bros, where 
all travelers can find good accommoda- 
tions, and a free violin concert every 
evening. More anon.
